Such an action would be a 
unilateral statement of United 
States intentions, he told his 
weekly news conference. It 
would not be an agreement 
pegged on the recent an- 
nouncement by Russia that it 
was suspending nuclear testing 
for the time being. 

Mr. Eisenhower said his 
scientific advisers first would 
have to tell him what it was 
necessary to learn through the

WASHINGTON, April 9 — 
President Eisenhower said to- 
day he had seen no unemploy- 
ment figures that require a de- 
cision on a tax cut at this time. 


At his press conference, he 
asserted there was no need for 
emergency action now and de- 
clined to predict when a tax 
cut decision would be made. 
He said that it could be at the 
end of the current session of 
Congress. This is expected to 
be around Aug. l. 


He had been asked for his 
views on the official unemploy- 
ment figures released yesterday 
which reported that the jobless 
had increased 25,000 between 
February and March when 
there is normally seasonal de- 
cline. 

His comment on this increase, 
which is much smaller than the 
increases in January and Feb- 
ruary, was that he believes the 
economy is on the upgrade. 

When a reporter informed 


George Meany had interpreted 
| the jobless figures to mean the 
recession was deepening instead 
of slowing up, Mr. Eisenhower 
said the labor leader was en- 
titled to his opinion. 

He added that his own re- 


bankers, business men and la- 
bor group leaders and that he 
had to do what he thought was 
best. 


. The President conceded that 
if the recession became worse 
it could have world-wide po- 
litical repercussions that would 
be to the disadvantage of the 
United States. He pointed out, 
as he has in the past, that more 
than 62,000,000 Americans are 
still employed, that they have 
tremendous purchasing power 
and that their savings are at a 
record high. 

A reporter asked: “What 
should the people do to make 
the recession recede?”

Alarms From Turning Into War

OFFUTT AIR FORCE BASE, 
Nebr., April 9—Imagine that 
you are commander of a B-52 
jet bomber of the United States 
Strategic Air Command. You 
are in flight toward an enemy 
target. You are carrying 
thermo-nuclear bombs, capable 
of more destructive force than 
the combined American and 
British Air Forces delivered in 
all of World War II. 


This is not practice. Eight 
minutes ago you were dis- 
patched from base. You are 
bound northward across the 
Pole, flying faster than the 
speed of sound. 


Fourteen minutes ago your 
base, and every other SAC 
base in the world, received a 
flash from the Dewline (Distant 
early warning) network across 
Northern Canada that the radar 
scopes indicated a convergence 
of foreign objects flying swiftly 
toward the United States. 


The foreign objects are too 
fast to be aircraft. Is this a 
flight of intercontinental mis- 
siles with atomic warheads 
bound ffor the cities of the 
United §tates and Canada? 

15-Minute Warning. 

Flight-ti: or missiles from 
Eastern Eu to North Amer- 
ica is 30 minutes. The Dew- 
line gave your base 15 minutes 
warning. Your aricraft was 
the last of the sortie off the 
runway; you were airborne in 
six minutes; you have been 
flying for eight minutes; enemy 
missiles which must have 
passed you in flight would be 
due to strike North America in 
one minute. Other United 
States bombers are in the air 
all over the world with re- 
prisal bombs. 

But this is one thing that you 
alone do not know: Since your 
takeoff, the foreign objects 
picked up on the radar scopes 


nautical miles and then turn 
back—“Fail Safe”—if for any 
reason you do not at that point 
and at that moment receive 
coded orders to continue to/ 
your target. : 
Happens Many Times. .- 

This actually has happened 
many times. The great counter- 
offensive striking force of the 
SAC has been sped on its way 
by alerts created by meteoric 
flights registering on the dew- 
line radar scopes, or by “inter- 
ference of high frequency 
transmitters creating artificial 
“blips,” or by the appearance 
of foreign objects on the scope 
flying in seeming formation, 
which simply never have been 
explained. 

“The compression of time in 
the atomic age is such that 
SAC must be in constantly 
alert status and ready for in- 
stantaneous counter - attack,” 
says Gen. Thomas S. Power, 
SAC’s commander-in-chief. 

Time does not permit hold- 
ing bombing aircraft on the 
ground while alarms are in- 
vestigated. The investigations 
take place while the bombers 
are on their way toward the 
target. 

The Air Force planners be- 
lieve that if World War III oc- 
curs, the atomic exchange 
phase will all be over in the 
first four hours. 

An Order te Continue. 

But you are at the controls 
of the B-52 again, your 
radio is functioning, you have 
reached the “Fail Safe” line. 
This time, instead of an order 
to return or no orders at all, 
a rasping voice in your ear- 
phones orders you to continue 
to target. | 

Let a colonel at the Strategic 
Air Command here picture the 
rest of it for you: | 

“You know that the Presi- | 
dent of the United States has 
authorized your attack. This is 
the moment for which you have 
sweated long years of training,

You have practiced 
this mission, now become 
reality, until you could carry it 
out blindfolded. 

Failed to Keep Peace. 

“This is the moment you 
have dedicated your life to 
prevent. The pit of your stom- 
ach is sick with the thing you 
must do, and sick with the 
knowledge that you and all the 
people of the Strategic Air 
Command have failed to keep 
the peace. 

“For this is SAC’s primary 
mission, its reason for being: 
to be stronger and grow strong- 
er, to deter the enemy from 
ever exploding a nuclear bomb 
in anger.” ' 

The next time you see a 
vapor trail high in the spring- 
time sky, consider the chance 
that if the mircroscopic speck 
ahead of it is a bomber, it will 
have in its bay a greater de- 
structive force than this coun- 
try and Britain together were 
able to deliver on ruined Ger- 
many .all through World War 
IT. 

If the aircraft is heading 
northward, join a silent prayer 
with that of the man at the 
controls that it will have rea- 
son to “Fail Safe.”

Helped in Rehabilitation. 

In that belief, we helped re- 
habilitate the war-ravaged 
areas of Russia; we voluntarily 
surrendered to Soviet control 
a large area of Germany cap- 
tured by Western troops; we 
returned large numbers of war 
prisoners to their Soviet home- 
land. 

The bitterness of disillusion- 
ment has been deep—so deep. 
that from time to time since | 
1945 some Americans have 
even proposed preventive war. 
That step is unthinkable for 
practical as well as moral 
reasons; for the foreseeable fu- 
ture, it would be a sure means | 
of national suicide, beeause, 
while we can devastate the So- | 
viet Union, the Russian power | 
can likewise devastate us.

Reality No. 1—The Soviet 
Union's: ultimate objective re- 
mains the attainment of world 
Communism. Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev has made this 
plain. Sometimes he has been 
blunt, as when he told West- 
ern diplomats in Moscow, “We 
will bury you.” Sometimes he 
has phrased the matter more 
tactfully, as when he assured 
American television viewers 
last year that their grand- 
children would live in a Social- 
ist America. . 

If anything, the develop- 
ments of the past six months— 
the Soviet Sputnik successes 
and our economic recession— 
have made Moscow more con- 
fident than ever that this ob- 


jective can be attained. Yet | 


there are signs that the Krem- 
lin believes its objective can 
be reached through economic 
and political rather than mili- 
tary measures. 

Reality No. 2—The Soviet 
Union has often violated its 
pledged word. The history of 
Soviet foreign relations sug- 
gestS that Moscow’s promise 
can be relied upon only when, 
and so long as, it is more in 
the Kremlin’s interest to keep 
a promise than to break it. 

This was vividly illustrated 
in early November, 1956, when 
preparations for the Soviet 
Army’s attack on the Hungar- 
ian rebels were made under 
cover of pretended negotia- 
tions for that army’s with- 
drawal. And many other sim- 
ilar instances could be cited. 

Evacuation From Austria. 

The Soviet Union, after 10 
years, did keep its promise to 
remove its troops from Austria, 
because, presumably, Moscow 
concluded that such an agree- 
ment was preferable to con- 
tinued tension and potential 
conflict. 

Reality No. 3—Khrushchev 
is pressing for a summit meet- 
ing and a partial settlement 
because he believes these would 
be in his own interest. The 
drains upon the Soviet econ- 
omy are now so great—for in- 
ternal development and raising 
the standard of living, for aid 
to Communist and neutralist 
countries and the like—that he 
can see great advantages in an 
easing of international tension 
that would permit sharp 
reduction of Soviet military 

- expenditures.’ 

Also, he probably believes 
that any significant measure of 
disarmament will plunge the 
Western economies into deep 
‘depression because these econ- 
omies are heavily dependent on 
arms spending. 

These realities are sobering. 
They offer ne ground for 
visions of a carefree future de- 
void of intense competition 
with the Soviet Union. 

Sacrifices Needed. 

The facts are that the So- 
viet Union exists, that it is 
strong, and that some accom- 
modation must be reached.

The key fact that we dare 
not forget is that the idea of 
freedom means little to a man 
whose stomach is empty.

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Enough Standing Still 


For-all purposes, 
was at a standstill in March. Democrats can 
argue, on the basis of the Department of La- 
bor statistics just issued, that the number of 
jobless went up 25,000. Republicans can 
argue, on the basis of a statistically valid 
“rounding,” that the number stood at 5,200,- 
000 in both February and March. The fact 
is that, since unemployment figures are com- 
piled by sampling methods, a fluctuation as 
small as 25,000 is meaningless. The sampling 
could be that much in error either way. 

So unemployment last month, which many 
observers regarded as the test month, must 
be regarded as stationary. As we. have 
stressed before, however, in a modern econ- 
omy just standing still carries with it cumu- 
lative penalties that cannot be safely ignored. 
There must be steady growth of the economy 
to match growth in population and produc- 
tivity, otherwise underemployment of work- 
ers and resources is inevitable. 

The importance of this factor is under- 
lined by the March employment figures. 
With the opening up of farm and other out- 
door work, March traditionally shows a rise 
in jobs. The rise this year, 323,000 over 
February, is decidedly smaller than it ought 
to be. The total labor force is reported at 
barely 100,000 larger than it was last month, 
whereas the usual March gain is half a mil- 
lion or so. This can only mean a certain 
volume of concealed unemployment that does 
not appear in the statistics. When times 
grow tough, some people drop out of the 
labor force, and that seems to be happening 
now. 

What to do? The answer lies not in shav- 
ing statistics thin to fit preconceived ideas, 
but in coolly assessing the over-all economic 
situation and acting firmly to meet it. Much 
evidence is now accumulating to indicate that 
the recession will take longer to surmount 
than the Administration has been willing to 
admit. The decline in capital goods spending 
seems likely to extend into the last half of 
the year and perhaps longer. Consumers are 
showing a continued tendency to pull in their 
horns, especially in spending for durable 
goods. Business men are still cutting down 
rather than building up their inventories, 
and there is no sign that this particular form 
of shrinking demand is about to level off. 

Clearly, the period in which the Adminis- 
tration can safely postpone strong action 
grows perilously short. Its reluctance to cut 
taxes at the risk of creating an inflationary 
deficit later on is understandable. But unless 
the recession is quickly ended there is going 
to be a deficit in any case. And the problem 
of future inflationary effects can be met, as 
the Committee for Economic Development 
has suggested, by the device of a temporary 
tax cut, to be continued or not continued next 
January according to circumstances then 
existing. 

In our judgment, the Administration should 
be winding up now, and ready to pitch, both 
with tax cuts and short-term public works, no 
later than May. Consumer surveys show that 
a major reason for the slowdown in buying is 
a fear that hard times may be ahead. The 
best way to meet that fear is to demonstrate 
that hard times will not be allowed to happen. 


Give the Code Time 


That an effort to weaken Missouri’s new 
juvenile code is shaping up for the regular 
session of the Legislature next year is fore- 
shadowed by criticism at the special session. 

Unquestionably the new code is not perfect; 
it needs amendment most obviously to cor- 
rect an oversight which makes it impossible 
to prosecute for contributing to the delin- 
quency of a minor. But the code is a marked 
improvement on its predecessor laws, and its 
spirit is enlightened. Attorney General Dal- 
ton and the chief author of the code, Senator 
George Spencer of Columbia, both counsel a 
longer trial of the new law before any sub- 
stantive amending is considered. That is 
sound advice, 


The Man in the Inverness Cape 


George Jean Nathan, the Broadway dra- 
matic critic who has died at the age of 76, 
was a Peck’s bad boy of the theater with 
white tie and tails and boutonniere. His 
natural habitat in time was the ’10s and ’20s, 
when his rebellion against the dull and ac- 
cepted, and espousal of intellectual individ- 
ualism, evoked enthusiastic response from 
flaming youth and even from much sputter- 
ing middle-age. ! 

In a day when public figures were colorful 
as a matter of course, Nathan made dramatic 
criticism as colorful as Babe Ruth made a 
home run, or Texas Guinan a night club, or 
Jack Dempsey a prize fight. 

His person was inseparable from his work 
and was indeed a part of its flavor—the ele- 
gante, the complete sophisticate, withdrawing 
in distaste from the crowd while fastidiously 
boiling his enemies in perfumed oil. He 
wrote with the passionate intensity of an 
enraged longshoreman and fought for those 
in whose genius he believed with the ardor 
of a zealot. His industry was amazing, for 
though he wrote slowly and laboriously in 
longhand he did dramatic criticism at one 
time or another for some 30 publications and 
was the author of 30 or more books, mostly 
on the theater. 

The Smart Set and later the American 
Mercury under his co-editorship with H. L. 
Mencken were brilliant and exciting, and 
they brought along a rich crop of talent. 
“Nathan,” wrote Mencken, “is greatly amused 
at the theater even when it is bad, where- 
as I regard it as a bore even when it 
is good. I am much interested in politics, 
whereas Nathan scarcely knows who is Vice 
President of the United States.” 

Nathan himself confirmed it. ‘What in- 
terests me is the surface of life: life’s music 
and color, its charm and ease, its humor and 
its loveliness. The great problems of the 
world — social, political, economic and the- 
ological—do not concern me in the slightest. 
What concerns me alone is myself, and. thé 
interests of a few close friends. For all I 
care, the rest of the world may go to hell at 
today’s sunset.” 

Thus spake Nathan, the Nietzschean super- 
man who made disdain a spectacle so glitter- 
ing that even those he despised would pay 
to see. 

It is a question whether the 1950s could 
have produced a George Jean Nathan, or 
would have been drawn to him had it pro- 
duced him. Nathan was a decadent but a 
remarkably healthy one, and he pursued his 
course with the whole-souled gusto that was

the hallmark of the ‘20s and makes so many 
who never knew that time look back now so 
nostalgically toward it. 


Replaying the Record 


Russia’s unilateral suspension of nuclear 
weapons tests represented a bold new policy. 
President Eisenhowér’s response represents a 
catalogue of old Administration proposals 
which have become too rigid to contribute 
much to the world’s hope for disarmament. 

Mr. Eisenhower “challenged” Soviet Pre- 
mier Khrushchev, once more, to prove Rus- 
sia’s sincerity in stopping nuclear tests by 
also stopping nuclear weapons production, or 
by agreeing to the “open skies” plan. 

Russia’s sincerity certainly is questionable. 
But the Administration cannot test it by in- 
sisting as Secretary of State Dulles has done 
on a bar on wea production, and the 
Administration it. A nuclear weapons 
ban would require comprehensive and de- 
tailed inspection of nuclear and 
bases. It is a fair question whether the Unit- 
ed States itself would permit foreign inspec- 
tors to search for weapons at its atomic 
plants or SAC bases. In any case such a 
complex and total system would 
have to be the last, not the first, stage of 
any disarmament : 

It would be quite feasible, however, for the 
United Nations to supervise a ban on large 
nuclear tests with, say, 15 to 25 ground mon- 
itoring stations on each side. These seismo- 
graphic and radiological stations would not 
involve wholesale searching of defense instal- 
lations. Both Russia and the West could con- 
ceivably accept it. 


This is the kind of inspection proposal 
which would test Russian sincerity in ending 
nuclear tests. It would also test Russia’s own 
rather vague indications that some form of 
inspection would be acceptable. If such in- 
spection did prove acceptable to the Krem- 
lin, the rival powers might then agree on a 
first step toward enforceable disarmament. 

Any step toward retarding the nuclear 
arms race is likely to attract world sym- 
pathy, and pat answers which were unpro- 
ductive in the past are equally unproductive 
now. Bold new answers are needed in Wash- 
ington.

Burglary is the intent in relatively few 
cases. The typical instance is wanton, willful 
destruction of public property. Windows and 
glass cases are broken, books and supplies, 
including glue, scattered over floors, records 
thrown about, musical instruments, slide and 
movie projectors and radios damaged or de- 
stroyed. In the year 1956-57, there were 276 
instances of break-ins and vandalism in the 
St. Louis schools—an increase of 205 per cent. 

Can it be that the Board of Education and 
the Police Department are now doing all they 
can to stop this senseless waste of the tax- 
payer’s funds and property? 

Police often are assigned to stores and 
filling stations to catch burglars and holdup 
men in the act. Perhaps Parent-Teacher As- 
sociations or other adult groups also could 
be given roles to play in trapping a few of 
these school wreckers. Swift and severe 
punishment for only a few might bring a wel- 
come improvement of the record. 


Setback for Gov. Stratton 


In the only major state-wide race in the 
Iilinois primary, Warren E. Wright, former 
State Treasurer, has upset the plan of Gov.

nominee for the first four-year term of State 
Treasurer. Heretofore the Treasurer’s term 
has been for two years. 

‘This is a personal victory for Mr. Wright, 
who assisted the press in digging out the 
documentary evidence of the lootings by ex- 
Auditor Orville E. Hodge and his fellow con- 
spirators, now in prison. It is a notable de- 


‘feat for Gov. Stratton, who put the state 


Republican administration behind Represen- 
tative Beckman. Coming after Gov. Stratton’s 
hairline re-election edge in 1956, it does noth- 
ing to encourage whatever political ambitions 
the Illinois Governor may have for 1960. 

Since the Democrats nominated without 
opposition for State Treasurer Sheriff Joseph 
D. Lohman of Cook county, former Univer- 
sity of Chicago sociologist, the next Treasurer 
of Illinois will be a man in no way beholden 
to the Stratton regime. That is an assurance 
which gives the midterm campaign year a 
constructive start in Illinois. 

Efforts in both parties to upset St. Clair 
county domination of East Side representa- 
tion on the State Central Committee failed, 
but necessary first attacks were made against 
the bipartisan deals and sellouts that have 
plagued East Side politics for years. Losing 
his two-county race for the State Central 


Committee, Madison County State’s Attorney. 


Dick H. Mudge did bring about the defeat 
of Kenneth T. Ogle, who, unable to succeed 
himself as Sheriff, sought the Democratic 
nomination for County Treasurer. Had there

Between Book Ends Par, Whimsy and the Home Folks 


THE WAY BACK, by Vincent Brome. 
(Norton, 249 pgs., $3.75.) 


In France, from the outbreak of 
World War II until March, 1943, 
there was an organization devoted to 
transporting back to England, Brit- 
ish pilots who had been shot down. 
At the height of its success, the or- 
ganization extended from the bor- 
ders of Belgium to Spain. 

There were 250 agents who con- 
stantly shuttled to and fro across 
borders and enemy lines. At its 
headquarters, the organization had 
at its disposal forged papers, iden- 
tity cards, clot and ration cards, 
money, black et food, any nec- 
essary French or German passports, 
and a tailor who could re uce 
any given uniform within hours. 


The organization was so efficient 


and headed the yk Nay At the 
outbreak of the war, he was a doctor 
in the Belgian army. When France 
fell, he escaped to England where 
he was trained as an undercover 
agent, and then returned to France. 


Due to eventual betrayals and the 
perseverance of the Gestapo, O'Leary 
was captured in March, 1943. Even 
then, his work never ceased, Shunted 
from concentration camp to concen- 
tration camp, he is credited with sav- 
ing the lives of over 5000 prisoners 


through the International Prisoners 
Committee which he helped to or- 
ganize at Dachau. 

“The Way Back” is one of eight 
similar books about undercover 
agents published by the Norton Com- 
pany.

The commercial fishing con- 
tract for the removal of rough 
fish at Lake Wappapello will be 


terminated next Tuesday. The 
expérimental regulation  per- 
mitting the taking of rough 


fish by nets, seines, grab hooks, 
or any method covered in the 
Wildlife Code recently was re- 
cinded by the Missouri Conser- 
vation Commission. After April 
15 only the methods allowed on 
other impoundments will apply 
to Wappapello. Big Lake in 
Holt county was included in the 
ruling. 

In the last few years the 
population of buffalo in Wap- 
papello hes steadily increased. 
The gain in carp has accelerat- 
ed but not as rapidly as the 
buffalo. Because of the in- 
crease in these species, the lim- 
its were removed, and trammel 
nets, hoopnets and seines were 
permitted. Contracts also were 
let to commercial fishermen, 
who paid the commission a 
small sum for salable fish. In- 
dividual fishermen without con- 
tracts were not permitted to 
sell their catches in Missouri. 

The regulation, as drawn, 
was of little interest to the 
fisherman who fished without a 
contract. Nets cost more than 
$100 and. as the angler was not 
permitted to sell his catch, the 
regulation had no appeal to the 
person who could use only a 
few pounds at the most 

Fish Sold Outside State. 

However, many outstate fish- 
ermen took advantage of the 


liberalization and started 
operating without contracts. 
Any angler having a fishing 


license could net, seine, or use 
any prescribed method to re- 
move the rough fish. These 
fish were transported to other 
states which permitted them 
to be sold, and goodly sums 
were realized by the netters 
and seiners who were not pay- 
ing an percentage to the com- 
mission, while the contract 
holders were. 

According to the best fig- 
ures available, about 60,000 
pounds of buffalo and carp 
were removed in the last four 
months. Two previous con- 
tracts were unsuccessful from 
a financial standpoint. The 
first contractor caught some 
3000 pounds of gar but freez- 
ing weather and high water 
handicapped the operation. Re- 
sults by the second contractor 
were negligible. 

About the middle of April 
the carp and buffalo will start 
their spring spawning activity. 
In the shallow coves of Lake 
Wappapello they will gather 
by the tens of thousands.

Every inch of water space in | 
some of the favored spawning | 
areas will be a mass of fish. 
It has been estimated that 500,- 
000 pounds of buffalo and. 
carp could be removed from 
this impoundment without any 
serious inroads on the rough | 
fish population. 

A creel census clerk who pa- 
trols the lake and records the 
catches said that in his six 
years of work he has known of 
possibly only a dozen buffalo 
being taken from the impound- 
ment by hook and line. They 
live off the plankton and other 
natural foods found in abund- 
ance, and live or artificial bait 
does not attract them. Carp 
will take doughballs, wornis, 
grains of corn, and other baits 
and do not present the prob- 
lem of the buffalo.

Buffalo are prolific spawners. 
An 8 or 10-pound fish can)

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Out-of-This- World 
Missouri Farmer

WELL SIR, OLD BUCK NELSON had no more idea 
of going to Mars and Venus and the moon than you or I. 
He was just sitting there in his farm house near Mountain 
View, which is down in the Missouri Ozarks, and except 
for the radio, things were 
as quiet as a chicken 
house at sunset. 

Then all of a sudden 
the radio, as Buck put it, 
went “crazy wild.” His 
dog started running 
around in circles and the 
horse started raising cain 
in the barn, and Buck 
went out to see what was 
up. That was when he 


what it was so he just 
called it “the thing.” 
That was in July 1954 
and it was to be the first 
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BUCK NELSON ... THE RA- It 
DIO WENT “CRAZY WILD.” around Mountain View, 
and nearby Willow 
Springs, didn’t see Buck for a couple of days and nights. 
Then he came back from outer space and started telling 
folks about his travels. Just how Buck’s fame spread the 
way it did is a little hard to tell, but there seems to be a 
sort of telepathy, traveling on a magnetic field I suppose, 
between saucer believers everywhere, because the first 
thing Buck knew, he had been taken up by a lot of saucer 
clubs around the country, and he found himself a disciple 
sitting at the foot of the throne. 

Since then Buck has attended national conventions 
of flying saucer fans, who number in the thousands, and 
he has told his story on radio and television in New York, 
Washington, Kansas City and other places. 


As everyone knows, there are thousands of 
people who have seen, or who believe in, uniden- 
tified flying objects, commonly known as flying 
saucers, but the people who have actually been in 
one and gone te other planets are, as they say in 
Buck’s country, scare’n hen’s teeth. It's a thing 
that doesn’t happen to just everybody. But as 
ene of them, Buck has moved inte the ranks of 
the majer prophets and now, instead of Buck going 
te others with his message, they come to Buck. 
This year’s national “flying saucer convention” is 
going te be held on Buck’s farm, right down there 
in the Ozarks. 


Buck has quite a story to tell. I listened to an hour- 
long tape recording of it the other day, made by Radio 
Station KUKU at Willow Springs, when they interviewed 
him. He tells of the things he did and saw. It’s a fascinat- 
ing chronicle, in its way, and no one can deny that one 
word is as true as the next. 


ON THAT FIRST NIGHT, when Buck saw the saucer, 
he ran back in his house and got his camera and flash- 
light. He got pictures of it, he says, and then started sig- 
naling with the flashlight. In return they shot a ray at 
him that knocked him clean over the rain barrel. Now 
Buck had been suffering with lumbago and neuritis for 14 
years, but when he got up, his pain had entirely disap- 
‘peared and he hasn't felt a twinge since. 

To make a long story short, they came back several 
times, and finally started talking to Buck over a sort of 
loud speaker.

ALTHOUGH I AM a physi- 
cian and have practiced medi- 
cine for 46 years, this report 
for the American Cancer So- 
ciety is the result of an experi- 
ence I had as a patient in 
1933. 

On April 5, 1933, Dr. Evarts 
Ambrose Graham operated on 
me for cancer of the lung. 

When I went from Pittsburgh 
to St. Louis to see Dr. Graham, 
I had what = thought was a 
lung abseess. X-rays revealed 
a shadow on the left lung— 
possibly cancer! A bronchoscopy 
and biopsy confirmed that it 
was cancer. The standard treat- 
ment at that time was removal 
of the lobe of the lung affected 
—an extremely dangerous oper- 
ation, 

I return to Pittsburgh to 
make my decision, but actually 
there was little to decide. The 
operation was dangerous, but 
my only chance. Without it 
there was no chance of survival. 

When I returned to St. Louis 
I told Dr. Graham that I’d had 
some teeth filled. While he was 
still congratulating me on my 
optimism I told him I'd also 
bought a cemetery lot. 

It wasn't until the operation 
was under way that Dr. Graham 
could see that the cancer wasn’t 
confined to one lobe of the left 
lung, as he had expected. It 
had its origin in the bronchus 
(one of the two major branches

Lung 
cancer is not one of the most 
hopeful sites, but the fatality 
rate is much higher than it 
should be. Only four per cent 
of all lung cancers are now 
saved. Yet when the 
detected early eno 


vival rate rises to per cent.

His greatest click, however, has been as a 
human being. Judy Garland once told about the time she 
was hospitalized in Boston.

He sent Judy roses and 
called her every day. When he came to New York for a 
recording date he hired a private plane, loaded it with 
gifts and flew up to spend the day with her. ...

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When English Is a Matter of Life or Death 


Course for Foreign Doctors at Washington U. Is Designed to Give Them Basic Words for Communication

EVERY YEAR, many people 
with no knowledge of English, 
or at best just a smattering of 
mispronunciations and ungram- 
matical phrases, come to St. 
Louis .and immediately are 
faced with the problem of com- 
municating with their native- 
born neighbors. 

In some cases that communi- 
cation is not essential, just con- 
venient. But in other cases, it 
may be a matter of life or 
death. 

It. is for the men and women 
of this second category, trained 
doctors and technicians, that 
the Washington University 
School of Medicine co-operates 
in a program of instruction in 
BASIC English. Its goal is a 
dual one: to help those from 
abroad learn to feel at home 
here, and to teach them to 
speak clearly and accurately in 
hospital rooms and laboratories 
where a mispronounciation or 
faulty grammar could mean a 
serious error. 

Indorsed by Dr. Edmund V. 
Cowdry, research professor 
emeritus and lecturer in anat- 
omy at the Medical School, the 
teaching program is directed 
by Mrs. C. Edward Hermann 
and her co-workers, Mrs. Paul 
Rutledge and Mrs. Kirk Jeffrey. 


The medical and research 
fellows have met their Eng- 
lish requirements before 
coming to this country. But 
there still may be awkward 
constructions, hesitancy in 
using the strange, new lan- 
guage, an absence of the 
easy-going cameraderie which 
a common vocabularly can 
foster. These are the tech- 
nical and the psychological 
hurdles which face both 
learner and teacher. 


The program is now 10 years 
old. Recognizing the need for 
such language training, Inter- 
national Institute encouraged 
Mrs. Hermann, a volunteer with 
that agency, to introduce it as 
an aid to medical fellows from 
other countries. It is self-sup- 
porting, with the teachers giv- 
ing their time and fees ac- 
cepted only when the learner 
is known to be able to pay for 
the tutelage. 

BASIC English (its name 
stands for the first letters of 
British, American, Scientific, 
International and Commercial) 
was originated in England by 
C. K. Ogden and developed at 
Harvard University by Dr. I. A. 
Richards and Miss Christine 
Gibson. It was selected by Mrs. 


Hermann for the study as the 
most practical teaching method 
because it is quick and direct 
and requires no _ translation. 
Through its learning steps, a 
foundation vocabulary of 18 
verbs and 850 words is expand- 
ed to 40,000. 

“With these 16 verbs and 
two auxiliary verbs, you can 
say almost anything in the Eng- 
lish language,” Mrs. Hermann 
said. “The 16 are come, get, 
give, go, keep, let, make, put, 
seem, take, be, do, have, say, 
see and send. The -auxiliary 
verbs are may and will. 


“Those of us familiar with 
the English language would say, 
“We ate breakfast.’ But for the 
new learner, that involves 
teaching the forms of the verb 
eat—eat, ate, eaten. So why 
not teach him to say, ‘We had 
breakfast’? Had is a much more 
useful verb than eat.” 


But combined with the knowl- 
edge of basic words and their 
uses must be the equally prac- 
tical pronunciation, often the 
more difficult part of the prob- 
lem for those who have not 
had an opportunity to hear the 
American accent. So Mrs. Jef- 
frey gives them specialized 
work in phonetics, employing 
methods used at Central Insti- 
tute for the Deaf, and Mrs. 
Hermann and Mrs. Rutledge, in 
addition to the academic in- 
struction, use tape recorders to 
help learners hear their own 
mistakes and correct them. 


Their special problems, of 
coufse, differ as widely as their 
nationalities. There are those 
with the soft musical accents of 
Latin America; those with the 
precise speech of the Orient; 
those with the gutteral tones 
of middle Europe. But, start- 
ing from different backgrounds 
and different points of the 
globe, they are reaching for a 
common goal: to learn to speak 
and understand English suffi- 
ciently to continue their study 
of medicine in this country. 
Thus far, Mrs. Hermann has 
received requests from 14 de- 
partments of the Medical School 
for the specialized help. 

The program, of course, is 
not obligatory, but many of the 
visitors happily fit it into an 
already busy schedule because 
they understand the handicap 
under which they work with- 
out an easy familiarity with 
the language. Classes are held 
in Dr. Cowdry’s laboratory in 
the Medical School. 

In addition to the over-all 
learning program, 
help is given to those with 
unique problems, Mrs. Her- 
mann said. A Japanese, for 
instance, has difficulty

been able to explain some of 
the slang and idioms they hear. 

“I feel that in. learning to 
understand each other, we are 
making at least a small contri- 
bution to world understanding. 
These people come to America 
with a preconceived idea of 
what they will find and natur- 
ally they are concerned about 
their lack of an easy knowl- 
edge of the language. 

“But when they leave, they 
love us and they know that 
they, in turn, are loved.”
